Possibly  the  most  desirable  of  all  the 
small  fruits  for  the  home  garden  and 
the  most  profitable  for  the  commercial 
grower. 

As  to  Varieties.  There  are  many  and 
good  ones,  too.

year  and  have_  no  hesitancy  in  recom¬ 
mending  them  to  my  new  or  old  friends, 
whether  a  limited  number  are  needed 
for  home  use  or  whether  to  be  planted 
in  small  or  large  acreage  for  marketing. 

Premier.  (Known  by  some  as  How¬ 
ard  17).  The  best  early  variety  for 
home  and  market,  too  well  known  to 
need  a  lengthy  description.  Large 
fruited,  long  picking  season.  Sweet 
enough  to  be  considered  a  good  table 
berry  and  yet  tart  enough  and  firm 
enough  for  canning. 

Corsican.  The  big,  showy  berry.  The 
berry  that  storekeepers  like  to  handle; 
the  berry  that  (in  the  old  days)  I  used 
to  load  on  to  an  old  democrat  wagon 
and  haul  30  miles  over  rough  roads  and 
deliver  in  perfect  condition;  the  berry 
that  when  picked  and  put  on  the  table 
and  served  with  sugar  and  cream  (and 
by  the  by  it  is  a  sweet  berry  and  not 
needing  near  as  much  sugar  as  other 
varieties)  is  called  for  for  every  meal 
as  long  as  it  is  in  season — and  it  is  a 
long  season  variety.  I  have  picked  fine 
berries  on  June  10th  and  considered 
my  July  4th  dinner  not  complete  unless 
it  was  finished  up  with  a  dish  of  these 
delectable  strawberries.
